Land in proportion to their capital ; they 
would then be in the best possible posv 
tion to employ labourers, buy sheep and 
cattle, and, finally, more land.' 

Mr. Covkili, M.U, would grant land 
accotdiug to the actual outlay of capital in 
bringing out labour, reckoning land at St. 
■a acre, same limits being defined aa to 
the number of labourer! to be brought 
out. 

Mr. Icily, M.C., ia of the same 
opinion : * persona coming to the colony 
with i mall capital, bringing with them 
their families, and labourers, or even 
without labourers, should have a re- 
mi**U>n on land to the amount ex. 
pended en their passage.' Itt think* 
' the proapect of settling themselves 
and getting a small portion of land 
of their own, would induce a very valuable 
description of persona to come litre— the 
email faimcie of England and that un- 
less some such direct encouragement be 
held out to emigration, it will be a Long 
time before the country can be peopled, 

Mr. Hannibal Mac Arthur, M.C, 
thinks likewise, and that • selling lands by 
■notion, «t a loin uptet price, would be 
next to giving it for the introductiou of 
labour. ' 

Captain O'Connkll would also give 
remission ' to any amount turns fide paid 
for the passage, and cannot imagine any 
better plan for peopling the country. 

The Committee, after quntiag from the 
evidence of Sir TuoHat Mitcqcll, thus 
ei press their own opinions:— 

1 Your Commit ttee fully concur ia this 
view of the subject, and think that if suf- 
ficient inducements were offered, masses 
composed of persona known to each other, 
from different classes in life, would emi- 
grate from the same districts, and, occupy- 
ing the same tracts of country, would form, 
in not, colonies within the colony, to the 
manifest advantage of the mother country, 
teeming aa she doe* with surplus capital 
and redundant population ; *o4 the great 
moral and commercial improvement of 
this community, were a certain facility 
allowed in obtaining land, the country 
gentleman vritb hi* family aud coo- 
nexions— theckrgyman who had ministered 
to them, the physician who attended, and 
the tradesmen and labourers who bad 
worked for them, might all be induced to 
come and follow their various occupations 
in (hia country. Your Committee there- 
fore would recommend, that a remission 
of aCtW for every cabin passage, £ K for 
every intermediate, and G2i for every 
steerage passage, should be allowed in the 
purchase of land, at a reduced minimum 
price, to those who come themselves, or 
introduce others, into thi* colony; and 
that a proportionate allowance aliould he 
made for children of different ages, ac- 
cording to the bounty regulations or the 
Passengers' Act.'
